of Bomerville, N. J., has at last nn excitemont
worthy of 1l ancient revown, A man 18 on trial
fur murder, suppozed to have been caused by
spiritual hulloemation, The town containg
nf'-ou! three thousand inhnbitants, sod is located
in Somerset county. Aundrew M. Baird, a well-
to-do farmer, with bis family, consisting of a

wife, three sons, two davghters, a little negro |

hired girl, aud the accosed, Jacob Van Arsdaie,
resided at a suburb ot Somerville, called Flagg-
town. for & long time past. Attached to the
farm-house v o shoemuker’'s shop, as s the
custom in this part of Jersey, where many ol
the farmers huve binckemitns' and carpenters’
shope, fu which workfia done by persons hired
the year round by the farmers,

Nearly & year ago Jucob Vun Aredale, & mun
well known in Somervil.e and vicinity for his
violent snd ungovernable bursts ol passion,
soug bt employment irom Mr, Buird in bis ayo-
cution as & shoemaker. He was hired un Thavks-
giviog Day, and up 1o the 20th of last June did
the work ol the InmBy, lor which be was credited
with bonrd and bis rent of the shocmaker's shop,
berides doing work tor himeell outside in the
neighborbood, Twice during his residence in
Bomerville bad Van Arsdale bren kpown to give
way to fite of pussion, anttacking bis father and
brother-in-law, choking the author ot his being
in & savage manuver until he was relensed by his
neighbore, Gloomy and despondent by nature
be wus zubject 1o spiritual delusions, an
gave way at times to flrregular spasms of
moodiness and reticence, On the evening
of the 28th of June, 1867, Van Arsdale,
who wae quite deaf, bad tuken tea with the
family, of which he wes ireated as 8 member,
and retired to bhis bedroom sl sn eariy hour.
In the snme bedroom, but in a different bed,
vlept Abram Baird, aged 21 years, and Jasper
Balrd, his younger brother, {he tavorive cuild of
the family, aged 12 jears, Nolhing unususl
happened during the night, and botween 6 and 6
o'clock the next moining the family were
awikened and proceeded to breakinst as usual,
Van Arsdale and the boy Jasper were absent
from breakfast, and the Hitle colored girl was
sitting fu Van Ar=dale’s ceat at the table, when
Jusper was gent after Yan Arsdale to tell him to
come to breakfast, The acouscd came in as
Mrs. Balrd was po g out coffee for him,

and golng up to 8, Bulrd, he snapped
hig firgers ot that lady and esid to
her, *“Now you hive got i1,” and went
up staire. Jn u few minutes after the boy

Jasper was dlscovered ljing In the shoe:
maker's shop, bathed In s pool of blood. his
head crushed in by a lap-stone hammer used by
the pccused in his business, aud two stabs in his
neck, severing (he carotid arlol;is'. Van Arsdale
was dwcovered walking rapidly towards the
public road, in an exciled manner, and was
setred at Hngccccld. and arregted and brought
back to jail by Bheriil Browkaw, of Someisst
county, Mr, Walter Cammann, Teller of the
Somerset Bank, on finding the body of the boy
Jusper, opened his clothing and found lile ex-
tinct, but the body was still warm, and the pul-
sations over, The¢ murdered boy wasa pleasant, T
bandsome child, and n general favorite, partica-
larly with the accused, for whom he was always
ready to go of errunds and oblize in & cheerful,
frank wny., The testimony of the father of the
boy is ax follows:—

Andrew M. Buird sworo—1%m the father of Jasper

A Bank FVrosident Cowhided.
From the New Orleans Republican, O, 19,

Oneof the depositors in the late First Np
tional Bank of New Orleaus was Mr, F, Bauer,
It is stated that the nmount of his deposit was
about $18,000, and that it was made about
twenty-four hours before the bank closed,
Yestarday, st 12 o'clock, Mr. Baoer, while walk-
ing slong Carondelet street, with & brush and

t ol marking ink In his hand, met Mr. D. B,

‘crbes, the late President of the First Nutional
Bank, and immediately salated bhim thus:—
“You rascal, you have ruined me and my
daughter,” Bauer immediately grasped Forbes,
the marking ink flew over his is:ma und clolLing,
and the sidewalk was besputterad with It,

The spectators who heard the exclamation
opened the way for Bauer to punish Forbes,
presuming that it wes an aflaiv of erlminal in-
ingue, Baoer for a while had his own way,
with ope band twisting the finuncier's necktie
and choking him eo that bis tongue proiruded,
and with the other layiug the cowhide over nis
bead snd shonlders in no geutle blows. Forbes
at length broke his cane over Baurr's shoulders,
but was still wincing under the terrible strokes
uf 1the cowhide and the disgrace of the pnoish-
ment inflicted upon bhim, when Bauver, huving
sutisfied his anger, released the financicr,

By tlis time several hundred people were col-

Codificntion of United States Laws—~The
Cost of Heconstruction.

Wisminaror, Oct, 24.—The Commission to
codily thie United States laws have made such
progress that they are about ready to have por-
tions of the laws as revised printed for the in-
spection of Cougress, Tho work has provel
much more complicated thau was anticipated
alter the Commission organized. The diferent
subjects were asslgned ss follows:—Land aand
Patent Laws, Judge Johnsoo, ot Ohlo: Judiclary,
Culeb Coshing, of Massachusetts; Military, Judge
Jumes, of the District of Columbia.

The proportion of the laws of thess classes,
which has become obsolete, warles from one-
Lall to three-fourts of the whole, and the re.
ductions made by striking out the superfinous
geetions have been large., Generally speaking,
the older laws are fnr more fully drawn than
those of s modern date, and many have been
found upou which it was [mpossible to fx a
preciee conetraction. The commission s eon-
sidering the propriety of recommending & radi-
onl chanae in the orgsnization of the Attorney-
General’s office, so that by nattaching severul
solicilors (o that Department, to whom all puints
of law can be referred from the departments
here, sud to & certuin extent from the ocountry
at large, the expenses of the Government for
legal ndvice will be groatly reduced.

Offcial returns show that Lthe expenses of oar-
rying out the Reconsiruciion law have bean
kept within the eatimates made when the bid
was passed, The amount appropriated wis
$1.600,000. Of thus wmount less than one mil-
Hou bss been used, and the most expensive part
of the work, the registration, 1s nearly com-
